R ev. T. D# W itt T alm ag e’s C hurch a 
M ass o f R uins. 
N ew Y o rk , October 13th.—The famous 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, of which Rev. T. 
De W itt Talmage, D. D., is the pastor, has 
been for tbe second tim e in ils bistorv 
totally destroyed by fire. At 2:15 o’clock 
this m orning 
a 
policeman 
discovered 
liames issuing from the sm all windows 
over the m ain entrance and sent in an 
alarm. 
Soon after the firemen arrived it became 
evident the edifice was doomed. 
It burned 
like a tinder box, and the firemen, despair­ 
ing of saving it, directed their efforts to 
saving adjoining property. 
Many of the 
occupants of neighboring dwellings we:e 
already awake and the police proceeded to 
arouse those who were sleeping. 
Tbe origin of the fire is a mystery, 
but the theory is that during the th u n ­ 
der-storm last night lightning entered on 
an electric light wire and set fire to the 
building. 
Two buildings on the east and two on 
the west side were destroyed, and a num ­ 
ber of buildings across the street from the 
Tabernacle were badly damaged. 
The residents of the neighborhood were 
awakened aud rushed out, and an enor­ 
mous crowd viewed the fire. 
In about an 
hour the Tabernacle was a complete wreck. 
The loss on the church, including the 
organ and furniture, is $150 COO, covered by 
insurance. The loss on the adjacent build­ 
ings is perhaps $10,000 more. 
[The Brooklyn Tabernacle was the largest 
Protestant church in America. When Talmage 
came to Brooklyn in 1869 he preached in a small 
church, but this was soon found loo small, and 
the next year a tabernacle of sheet iron was 
built by tbe congregation for the better accom­ 
modation of the large audiences which assem­ 
bled to hear Dr. Talmage. He spent most of 
the time in which the building was being 
erected in a .rip to Europe and hack. Hie 
tabernacle was opened by the pastor three 
mouths after its building had begun. AU seats 
were free. In December, 1872, it was consumed 
by lire, and the congregation assembled in the 
Academy of Music until February, 1874, when 
the new tabernacle was opened. This was some­ 
thing more than a mile east of l'ulton Ferry, 
quite aside from fashionable or even thritiy 
neighborhoods, and was well 
nigh 
buried 
among the surrounding blocks, aud it was 
without tower, spire and bell, while the roof 
scarcely rises above the neighboring houses. 
There was an o’.d-time church belfry of unpre­ 
tentious fashion adjoining on the west, but it 
marks the old place of worship which years ago 
was converted into a son of ecclesias'tical ten­ 
der lor the ease and convenience of the great 
Tabernacle. The Tabernacle was semi circular 
in form, the seats so arranged that all could see 
and hear the minister, who preached from a 
platform simply furnished without desk. 
A 
huge organ behind the speaker, and the use of 
the cornet to lead the singing, indicated one of 
Dr. Talmage’s wide departures from Presby­ 
terian precedent. There were seats for 6,0.0 
persons, and each of these sittings cost 830.] 


HISSING A T T H E FLAG . 


T he Socialists and A n arch ists D on’t Like 
th e S tars an d Stripes. 
C hicago, October 13th.—W hen the stars 
and stripes were raised at a Socialist meet­ 
ing here this afternoon, the flag was greeted 
with hisses. There were probably a thous­ 
and men and women in the hall. 
The 
banner was brought out by the janitor, 
who fastened it so the folds of the flag tell 
an the S'age at the feel of those who were 
to be speakers, and as he did so, the hissing 
increased in volume. A red flag was then 
unfurled and fastened on the opposite side 
of the platform. Im m ediately the hissing 
ceased and was succeeded by a loud burst 
of applause. After this demonstration the 
New York Socialist Shevitsck made a vio­ 
lent speech, the points of which were 
loudly applauded. 
H e was proud of Chi­ 
cago, the city in which Anarchists were 
hanged, because he felt that one day it 
would he the Paris city of the revolutions 
of America. 
An awful 
discontent is 
smoldering in the hearts of the laborers 
and it is useless and idle to think that the 
revolution which will soon burst forth will 
be a peaceable one.

R a h w a y (N. J ). October 13th.—The fast 
Philadelphia express train on the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railway passed the main depot here 
this m orning four m inim s late, running at 
sixty miles an hour. The engine, just as it 
reached the east end of Long Bridge, east 
of Main street, jum ped the lrack and was 
followed by five cars. The traiu ran along 
the ties for 200 feet, when the couplings 
broke between the cars, and each car touk 
a shoot in a different direction, teariug up 
the rails and ties and digging into the stone 
ballasts and roadbed. The passengers were 
badly frightened and shaken up, but the 
only persons injured were two ladies, who 
were cut by flying glass. 


M IS A PP R O PR IA T E D FUNDS. 


T he Jo h n sto w n R elief F und D ivided Up 
A m ong th e W ealth y . 
N ew Y o r k , October 13tb.—A Herald cor­ 
respondent at Johnstow n, Pa., the scene of 
the flood, says: The payments to widows 
have been completed, the total am ount in 
two payments 
being 
$107 Sfr3, and to 
orphans was awarded $05 000, most of 
which will be used in purchasing an­ 
nuities. 
The balance of the great relief fund will 
go to others not so needy. I called at the 
rooms of the Board of Inquiry to-day aud 
learned, with great surprise, thut the larger 
part of the money will go to wealthy and 
well-to do people. 
Those yet to be paid are classes four and 
five, in which are included merchants 
worth probably $1,000 who lost all, and a 
merchant worth $4,000, who has probably 
as much left: also a workingman who lost 
from $300 to $700, and a wealthier resident 
who lost $10,000 aud has real estate left. 
The calculation now is to pay them on a 
percentage, the basis being probably 30 per 
cpnt. 
According to this, the wealthier men 
will get nearly all, and the poor, who have 
nothing, will still he left to suffer. A 
m axim um lim it of $10,000 has been fixed, 
so that no one can get over that amount, 
but it contrasts strongly to allow a wealthy 
man $10,000 nod fix the ontside lim it for a 
poor widow at $1.200. as has been done. 
How this will work is clearly illustrated 
by the cases of several of those who are 
now set down to receive $10,000. One is 
that of a firm of m erchants whose business 
and goods were destroyed. Thetr loss was 
such as to give them the highest am ount 
They still have rem aining their business 
site, which would sell to-day for $20,000

EC LIPSE EX PE D IT IO N . 


T he P en saco la to C arry I t to th e Coast 
o f A frica. 
N ew Y o rk . October 13;h.—The sloop-of- 
war Pensacola, with the eclipse expedition, 
will sail from the navy vard to-morrow and 
go direct to St. Paul de Loanda. 
As the 
eclipse takes place December 22d, no time 
will be lost stopping at other ports. The 
ship carries coal enough for twenty davs, 
and, with the closest economy practiced, 
the engineers will have to sail nearly the 
entire distance. 
The instrum ents that will be taken com­ 
prise all the varieties that are p o rta b le - 
astronomical transit, solar photographic 
inventions, deep-sea sounding and dredg­ 
ing machines, to be used by Professor 
Agassiz: also jars and insect cases for the 
preservation ot rare natural history speci­ 
mens. 
A five inch Clark equatorial tele­ 
scope from the Columbia Observatory will 
also be taken, also a camera thirteen yards 
long and twenty sm aller cameras. 
The expedition will be landed at St. Paul 
de Loanda. 
Then it will travel inland 
seventy-five miles 
to 
Maxima, on the 
Quaza river. There it will separate into 
two parties and take np different stations 
near that point, to rem ain until the eclipse. 
After discharging the scientific party the 
Pensacole will go 
to 
St. H elena and 
take coal, and 
then, 
under 
direction 
of Professor Agasstz will go on a cruise off 
the African coast to run search deep sea 
dredgiDgs and soundings. 
After the eclipse the vessel will take up 
the party again and return home the latter 
part of January.

N ia g a ra F a l ls (N. Y ), October 13!h.— 
This morning the International American 
tourists were driven to various points of 
interest about the falls. 
The day was 
cloudy and so cold that no stops were 
made. The party boarded the little steamer

POISON KINGS. 


H ow th e Ita lia n s U sed to G et R id o f P eo ­ 
ple T hey D isliked. 
In Italy the poison ring was carried to 
the perfection of malicious im agining. The 
“Anello della morte” was occasionally’ re­ 
sorted to as a means of putting an enemy 
out of the way. 
A hollow point in the 
bezel, worked by a spring, communicated 
with the receptacle behind for the noison 
in such away that its villainous wearer 
could, in giving his adversary a heat tv 
grasp of the hand, inflict a m ortal scratch. 
T he point was fashioned to look like an 
ornam ent. 
So deadly and enduring was 
the poison contained in these rings that 
some twenty or more years ago death was 
nearly occasioned by handling one un­ 
wittingly. 
A curio fancier was turning 
over gems in a shop in Paris, when he fell 
fainting, and was w ith difficulty restored. 
It was found th at he had been wounded by 
a poison ring. 
The instrum ent of destruction was also 
worn in perilous times, in order th a t the 
owner m ight commit suicide rather than 
fall into an enemy’s hands. 
A nother kind 
was furnished at the back w ith a slide, 
which could be 
slipped back hv the 
wearer, who would drop the poison into 
the wine he offered to a hated guest. This 
kind was affected by Ctcsar Borgia, whose 
own signet ring bore an inscription little 
suited to his character : “Fais ce que dois, 
avien que pourra.” 
A nother form of poi­ 
son ring was the one which had for its 
bezel the key to a casket. 
The wearer 
would hand his ring in a confidential man­ 
ner to a visitor, and desire him to hand 
him some article from his jewel box. 
The 
key, in being turned in a somewuat stiff 
lock, would give the unwary confident a 
prick, which had for him fatal results.— 
London Standard.

)\ ashington, October 13th.—The annual 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
Supervising Surgeon-General of the M arine 
Hospital service for the fiscal vear ending 
June 30, 1880, is now in the hands of the 
Public Printer and will soon be readv for 
general distribution. 
The report comprises at) octavo volume 
of more than four hundred pages and 
shows that the.-steady increase which has 
marked the relief work of the service for 
m any years past still continues. 
IJuring the past fiscal vear, nearly 50,­ 
000 seamen have been treated by the offi­ 
cers of the service at different hospitals and 
the re.tef stations throughout the United 
¡states. 
The num ber exceeds by more 
than a thousand tbe work of any previous 
year since the establishment of the service 
nearly a century ago. 
The students of yellow fever and those 
interested in the establishment of inland 
quarantines and camps of refuge will he 
interested in the study of the rules and 
regulations prepared by the Supervising 
¡snrgeon-General for the guidance of the 
officers in charge of these different measures 
of relief, and by the perusal of many valua­ 
ble contributions from the officers of corps 
who saw active service iu the Florida epi­ 
demic. 
An article on the “ Diagnosis of Yellow 
le v e r,’ by Passed Assistant Surgeon John 
Gutteras, calls especial attention to the di­ 
agnostic symptoms of the disease, which 
appears only in its course, and which will 
no doubt be of great value in any future 
outbreak of the fever, in clearing up the 
doubt and uncertainty which always at­ 
tends the arrival of a definite conclusion in 
regard to the first few cases which forebode 
the onset of the epidemic. 
Dr. C. Faget, in an article on “Treatm ent 
of V ellow Fever,” furnishes more than 
thirty clinical charts of cases which came 
under his care, and which illustrate the 
altered ratio existing between the pulse 
and temperature, so characterisue of the 
fever. 
Dr. Faget was in charge of the fever hos­ 
pital at Camp Perry, and enjoyed an ex­ 
ceptional opportunity for witnessing the 
course of the disease from its very incipi- 
ency. 
The report also contains a large num ber 
of selected cases from hospital practice by 
the officers of the corps, aud full necrologi­ 
cal reports of the fatal cases at the different 
hospitals. 
Dr. G. M. Steamberg, of tbe arm v, con­ 
tributes a volum inous paper, giving the in ­ 
vestigation of the methods adopted in 
Mexico and Brazil for the prevention of 
yellow fever by innoculation. The result 
of the investigation is that the “m ethod” 
is not protective and is, therefore, valueless. 
The report 
concludes with statistics, 
classifying each of the 50,000 cases treated 
during the year. The record shows a con­ 
siderable increase in the num ber of pa­ 
tients over any previous year. 


SENATOR MANDERSON. 


He R eturns the M oney H e O btained l>y 
th e Iterating P ro test*

a s h in g t o n , October 13th. — Senator 
M andersnn, in returning the money paid to 
him under the rerating of his pension, 
sends a long letter to Secretary Noble. 
After stating that the rerating was unso­ 
licited by him, the Senator says, that on 
August 23d he wrote the Commissioner de­ 
clining to decide the question of acceptance 
or rejection of the proposed rerating until 
after a medical examination bv a board to 
lpe appointed by the PeDsion Office had de­ 
term ined the extent of his present disabil­ 
ity. On September 14th he wrote to Sec­ 
retary Noble that no exam ining board hav­ 
ing been appointed he desired a full and 
searching 
examination 
to 
determine 
w hether the action taken by the Pension 
Office was warranted by the rules, aud that 
he wished the strictest construction and 


. 
rerating 
having been without application or m edi­ 
cal examination, was not in pursuance to 
the usual practice and not in compliance 
with the rule, and therefore unwarranted. 
I hoped, before final action on m y part, 
that as tne matter had been precipitated, I 
m ight be afforded an opportunity to show 
it tally upon its merit. 
In returning the 
ODly evidence I have received of the action 
unadvisedly taken in tuv behalf. I am no' 
compelled to pass by the individual judg­ 
m ent upon the advisability or propriety of 
the Commissioner, whose perfect integrity 
and good intentions no one can question. 
“I have kept silent under tue grossest 
abuse and most undeserved attack to a mau 
who had tried to do his duty to his country 
in her need, aud had been grievously in ­ 
jured in that endeavor, because I could 
not, by precipitancy of action, 
reflect 
upon a gallant comrade who certainly sup­ 
posed that within the requirem ents of the 
iaw he was doing a kindly and proper act. 
* It is due m yself to say, however, that at 
no tim e since I was advised of the issue of 
this certificate have I entertained a purpose 
to retain w hat might be due under it to my 
own use, but I did certainly desire to show 
my right to it, if the steps to it had been 
regular and had the warrant of the strict 
law as of substantial right.” 
In an interview to day, Senator Mander- 
son said: 
“ The Government practically 
told the men who enlisted, you risk your 
lives for the stablity of the Government. If 
you come out well and safe there is no lia­ 
bility on our part; but if you.receive injurie-, 
as far as possible we will make you repara­ 
tion. If it were said the indigent should re­ 
ceive thisreparalion then a slur would be cast 
upon every pensioner of the Government,and 
as a m atter of justice, the reward should be 
sufficient for his support; but that is not 
the case of pensioners of the Government. 
They are not paupers and indigence is not 
and should not be a necrssary qualification 
of a pensioner and the idea tbatseem s to be 
current to that effect is far from being cor­ 
rect.”

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STARTLING REVELATIONS. 
The revelations of Saturday in the trial 
of the Cronin suspects startled Chicago, 
and may well shock the people of the en 
tire country. A young man who has the 
courage to be at peace with himself, and 
to do right, even at the sacrifice of a life­ 
long friend, revealed to the State’s officers 
that lie had been approached by a Deputy 
Sheriff, one of the very officers set as 
guards over the defendants, with an offer 
of money to so reply as a talesman, when 
called, that ne would be accepted on the 
jury, and then to stand out for an aequit- 
tal. The man who made the offer was a 
.ong-tiiue friend, but duty and his resolu­ 
tion to serve the State led the young man 
to reveal the infamy of this friend. Con­ 
fronted with the latter he repeated his 
«tory, and the unfaithful official broke 
down and confessed his crime. The con­ 
fession implicates other officials as having 
been engaged in the same sort of business, 
and sume of these are high in authority. 
A special Grand Jury was summoned, and 
within the day five indictments were 
found for attempts to corrupt the jurors, 
and one against a juror who entered into 
the conspiracy to procure a false verdict. 
The Grand Jury in its report to the Court 
ex presses the belief that the plot was far 
snore wide-spread than lias yet developed. 
As it is, it is bad enough. It is positively 
known that a systematic attempt was made 
to corrupt jurors, and that six of the prin­ 
cipal conspirators are now under lock and 
key. They should, without a single right 
of theirs to a fair trial being invaded, be 
railroaded into the State Prison with such 
rapidity, and for such terms of confinement 
as will s.rike terror to the souls of other 
rascals who are tempted to foul the 
sources of justice and trifle with the liber­ 
ties of the people by usurping, through the 
means of bribery, the functions of the 
Courts of the land. 
It will be well to consider if this class of 
offenders should not be met by the law 
with far severer penalties than are now 
provided. In some States the thief who 
robs on the highway Ls sent to prison for 
life. The jury briber is a thousand fold 
more despicable, and infinitely more dan­ 
gerous to society. He strikes at the very 
foundation of free institutions, and that 
which insures men proj>erty, life and honor, 
and stabs social organization in the vitals. 
IV hy should not these infamous wretches, 
five of which class California has sent for 
brief terms to her Penitentiary, he impris­ 
oned for life? Such men being more dan­ 
gerous than the footpad and the cut-throat, 
against whom men have some chance of 
resistance, ought to be eternally seques­ 
tered from society—there is no place so fit 
for them as the cell, unless it he the scaf 
fold. 
These are the creatures, behind them are 
the masters; the men who employ the 
tools of infamy ; the men who supply the 
means, Let them also lie searched out— 
indeed to drag them from their hiding 
places, the Chicago authorities would be 
justified by the j>eople in setting the rats 
they have trapped at liberty, that the 
larger game may l>e housed in prison. No 
one who is not blinded by prejudice and 
warped by clannishness will for an instant 
believe that the attempt to bribe jurors P> 
acquit the alleged murderers of Dr. Cronin 
was not put afoot and engineered by the 
men who procured the victim to 1* done to 
death. One cannot well resist the conclu­ 
sion that behind the infamous murder and 
this equally infamous plot to throttle jus­ 
tice, there stands the Clan-na-Gacl. It 
may pass resolutions denunciatory «f the 
assassination of Cronin until the day of 
doom, iint the world of fair-judging men 
will lay both these crimes at the door of 
that organization, and will be justified in 
charging that if the murder of Cronin was 
not directly ordered by the t ’lan, it was 
the legitimate outcome of its conspiracies, 
¡U quarrels and its leadership. I>et the 
people indulge the hope, now that there 
are six more men under lock and key who 
have a profound interest in telling the 
truth and revealing all there is of the con­ 
spiracy to murder and to bribe the mur­ 
derers tree, that there will be such confes­ 
sion and “ squealing” as will bring to 
justice and to feel the halter draw, the real 
criminals, the masters, who are as yet in 
the background, and masking behind the 
form of organization. 
Mb. Geo 1K13 W m. C u rtis , in his annual 
address to the Civil Service Reform Asso­ 
ciation the other day, said that the Re­ 
publican piess of the country is in large 
■part opposed to the reform. Mr. Curtis, 
-to put it mildly, is mistaken. Nearly all 
the leading Republican journals have sup- 
portid, and still stand for the reform, 
while nearly all the leading independent 
jrnpcr. do battle for it. While not com­ 
missioned to sj>eak for the Republican

civil service reform. For instance, where 
In ve -loon the Chicago Jntcr-Ocea». and 
isvin:, he Bui'alo Jixpress, the De­ 


troit Tribune, the New York Tribune, the 
Boston Journal, the Hartford Courant, the 
Hartford Post, the St. Paul Press, the In­ 
dianapolis Journal, the Boston Advertiser, 
the Philadelphia Press, the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, the Albany Journal, the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, and a score of others 
that we might add to the list? In fact 
Mr. Curtis was so sadly in error, that the 
fact is the Republican papers that oppose 
the civil service reform are the exception. 


T he Rio Janeiro News of a recent date 
says that our commerce with Brazil is 
steadily declining. In 1887 our imports 
into that country had fallen to 8 j per 
cent, of all brought in. In 1888 the de­ 
cline had reached 5j per cent., and it 
promises this year to touch 4J. 
But in 
the meantime the exports of Brazil to the 
United States steadily increase, the ad­ 
vance being from 51 to 67 per cent, from 
1887 to 1888. This disproportion in the 
balance of trade ought to exercise our bus­ 
iness men deeply. 
W hether the results 
anticipated to flow from the Pan-Amer­ 
ican Congress will help us out of this diffi­ 
culty may well be doubted. 
Brazil, 
while cordial toward us socially, and our 
friend politically, will buy where she can 
buy cheapest, and sell where she can pro­ 
cure the best price and the steadiest de­ 
mand. Statesmanship can help us but 
little in this matter, for while the bill 
authorizing the invitation for the Amer­ 
ican Congress recites that one of its pur­ 
poses is “ to promote commerce,” trade is 
not sentimental and has no politics. 
It is gratifying to learn from the recent 
Ministerial and Consular reports that our 
manufacturers and dealers are gaining 
ground, despite English and German op­ 
position, in Mexico. 
It is due, for one 
thing, to the fact that our people are 
manufacturing to suit the Mexican taste. 
Heretofore we have insisted that they 
shall take what we chose to make. Up to 
1881 the United States shipped into Mex­ 
ico no more than §500,000 worth of ma­ 
chinery a year, but the figures for 1889 
will reach, according to Minister Ryan’s 
estimate, §9,000,000. Iu 1887 the sum total 
was $4,000,000. At this rate of increase, 
if we adapt our machinery to the wishes of 
the Mexican people, whether it fits into 
our own ideas of what it should be or not, 
we will before the close of another decade 
control the machinery import market in 
Mexico. 
In t h e outfit of products now being col­ 
lected to send to Omaha to meet the dele­ 
gates to the American Congress, none but 
the best varieties should be selected. It is 
to be hoped, also, that our citizens will 
make special efforts to swell the collection 
and to stock it with the finest samples now 
procurable. The appeal of the State Board 
of Trade for this special exhibit should 
meet with hearty and immediate responses, 
as barely time remains to gather, pack and 
ship the goods, since the delegates will ar­ 
rive at Omaha on the 26th inst. 


E d ito r H a ls te a d proves that he has 
true courage, when he retracts the charges 
he made against a political opponent, de­ 
clares that the letters he supposed sup­ 
ported them and which he published 
were forgeries, and frankly asks the par­ 
don of the offended party. 
The news­ 
paper is not worthy the name that will 
not admit its error and right any wrong 
it has done. 
It is telegraphed that the Czar’s recep­ 
tion at Berlin was rather cold, so far as 
demonstrations by the people of that city 
were concerned. This is not surprising, 
since the German people are perfectly 
well aware that the Czar has no particular 
warmth of feeling for them. They know 
also that while he comes now as a guest, 
he may within a year come as a foe. 


T h e Louisiana Lottery managers pro­ 
pose to the State of Nevada to pay it $50,­ 
000 a year, if permitted to conduct their 
scheme openly in the sage-brush State. 
Which is equivalent to saying, “permit us 
to fleece your people at will, and we will 
pay you §50,000 a year as your share of 
the stealings.”

All accounts received from that 
place indicate that the people of El Dorado 
quite generally sympathize with the con­ 
demned men, and believe their sentences 
should be commuted to life imprisonment. 
It is even rumored that the Sheriff will re­ 
sign his office rather than carry out the 
mandate of the Court, but that can hardly 
be credited. 
Courts of justice cannot be 
balked iu that way, and it is not likely 
that any officer would shirk bis duty under 
such circumstances. 
The teeÜDg in Placerville at this time is 
said to be almost unanimous that these 
men should not be hanged, bnt it was evi­ 
dently not that way at the time of the trial 
which resAlted in tbeir conviction. The 
approaching execution is causing no little 
excitement in old “Hangtown.”

FORESTS AND CITIES. 


THEY MAY BE SAVED FROM DESTRUC­ 
TION BY FIRE. 


A Sacram entan’» Observations Am ong 
Burning Forests—C arelessness the 
Chief Cause o f D estruction. 


Eds. R ecobd-U nion : Fire in our tim­ 
ber lands of late on this coast has been so 
frequent that the breaking out in a new 
locality causes little or no excitement to the 
populace of this State, although when the 
losses are taken Into consideration, proba­ 
bly $3,000,000 will not equalize the damage 
done at present, which undoubtedly is 
largely increased when the future is taken 
into account. Having camped near Sisson, 
Siskiyou county, in the month of August, 
the aodersigned could not avoid seeing 
how some of these forest fires may origin­ 
ate. It would be rash, however, to attrib­ 
ute all to one cause. Some may be actual 
criminality, but the most must be assigned 
to carelessness and negligence to carry out 
certain duties that civilized man ought to 
perform, which the lovers of the land 
should compel him to. 
At the locality chosen there were already 
several tents, with families, and a half mile 
distant, in another part of the Meadows, 
the Chico Guard were camped, making 
quite a village. On the Meadows are large 
pines, in groves, and the soil is black aud 
turf-like. 
During our stay, and three or four davs 
after the tent was erected, a family arrived 
and re-took their old camp-site they left 
several weeks before, and they remained 
about a week and broke camp again, and 
before they left burnt every rag and vestige 
of paper. Before retiring that night several 
buckets of water were poured over the fire, 
as the ground apparently was ignited, but 
the following day the smoke still issued 
from it and it became necessary to subdue 
the fire by the aid of a number of buckets 
of water. There is quite a breeze the most 
of the time at these elevations, and the 
slightest spark can be fanned into a flame. 
It this, then, is the method generally 
adopted by campers, as they move from 
place to place, it is no wonder that fires 
occur at so many localities. Subsequently 
deeper investigations were made, and it was 
found where the pines grow farther into 
the woods there is from one to two feet of 
accumulation of needles, or leaflets from 
the trees, forming a perfect network, some­ 
what like felt. Unlike the flat leaves from 
other trees, they form a compact mass by 
pressure and then decompose. These 
needles fail in every direction, and precisely 
in a way the camper would s*art his fire 
with small twigs, i. e , plenty of air spaces 
are left for the oxygen of the air to combine 
with the carbon of the fuel. Let a fire once 
get into this dry network, with the high 
wind they have there almost constantly at 
those elevations, ami it will continue to 
burn, despite the Forestry Commissioners 
appointed by the State and National Gov­ 
ernments to meet and reside in large cities 
to form plans against it. 
There are localities where not a drop of 
water is met with for miles; at another 
there is ditch after ditch, but even there 
the fire must be tought to extinguish it if 
once started. Only a heavy rain can grad­ 
ually subdue such fires. Many men of 
knowledge, and those who look beyond 
our present age, deplore the wanton de­ 
struction of our forests in the higher eleva­ 
tion ; and is this vandalism to be continued 
without any hindrance by the State or na­ 
tion? Great values are destroyed direct, 
not even taking into account what man has 
wrought, which includes the damage to 
railroads and the very hemming in of 
traffic that bind us to other States and coun­ 
tries. 
It must be apparrent that a closer and 
more combined watch is necessary to save 
our timber lands from destruction. Every 
county ought to have numerous guardians 
to warn and arrest persons who violate 
the rules of the forest. Every farmer or 
resident located or surrounded by forest 
ought to be empowered by law to arrest or 
in such case protect his property. It would 
reflect a most heinous crime to think that 
only viciousness causes the most of the 
fires. It must rather be laid at tbe door of 
carelessness of the campers, a-id frequently 
of hunters; therefore warnings verbailv 
delivered to these people would have a 
good effect. If, as report will have it, the 
sheep men play some part in creating by 
this method new pastures, then some ex­ 
ample ought to be made. In such a case 
the method of producing mutton and wool 
becomes an exceedingly expensive affair to 
a State or nation—a sort of sacrifice of a 
precious thing for an inferior one. 
In cities, at least, it may be admitted 
some benefit is caused when some rookeries 
burn down and have to be rebuilt by mod­ 
em and safe buildings, but in the burning 
of forests only very few can indirectly be 
benefited. In cities much c»n be accom­ 
plished to diminish fires and that is by 
prevention, and being prepared in every 
respect to subdue the flames at the begin­ 
ning. As to the prevention of fires in 
large cities, why should there not be per­ 
sons appointed who are empowered to ex­ 
amine the buddings of manufacturers who 
use combustible material in their labor? 
This may include theaters, storage of vola 
tile hydro-carbons—in fact, any industry 
or merchantable ware where fire lurks and 
may ignite by spontaneous combustion, a 
case frequently taking place, even on board 
of ships. 
Tbe destruction by steam to property and 
life has certainly become less when well 
qualified inspectors are appointed to look 
into the safety of boilers. It would have 
tbe same effect if persons of sufficient in­ 
telligence were authorized to look into the 
danger pointed out. As in the forest fires, 
tbe most danger lies in carelessness. A 
stable and shop where combustibles are 
found in every direction, may be looked 
upon as doomed, sooner or later, if the 
kind of matches we use in the United 
States generally are found, or scattered on 
every shelf. Of couse, the scrupulously 
carrying out by such persons of the duty 
imposed upon them is an absolute necessity 
or catastrophies may occur like those of 
Belgia. Millions of dollars went up in smoke 
and carbonic acid alone on this coast this 
year. Is there an intelligent person w.;o 
will not admit that bv proper management 
before the tires occurred, the losses could 
not have been diminished at many local­ 
ities ? 
Even right here in Sacramento, with a 
large river flowing on our front, let us not 
rest with hands in our laps until the city is 
sufficiently protected against fire in every 
respect. The tax-payer who opposes fire 
protection certainly saves at the wrong end. 
Sacramento, at the present period, cannot 
go crab-like. 
Water must be extended as 
the city grows, unless we intend to have a 
setback. If the taxes of our people are to 
be diminished from fire and water protec­ 
tion, it will become a very expensive affair 
some future day most assuredly.

LOS ANGELES. 
A Father K idnaps H is Own Child to Win 
a Law Suit. 
Los A ngeles, October 13th.—The abduc­ 
tion of his own child by O, G. Weyse, a 
prominent capitalist ¡of this city, has been 
the sensation of the day in police circles. 
E Naud was one of the pioneers of Los 
Angeles, having in early days been engaged 
largely in the commission business, and at 
his death he was the owner of Naud's ware­ 
house, on Alameda strset, which is the 
largest institution of tha kind in Southern 
California. 
Naud was a native of France and in 1873 
returned for a visit to his native land, be­ 
ing married in Paris during his absence. 
The couple lived very happily in Los An­ 
geles for a number of years and Naud died 
in 1881, leaving his'estate to his wife. 
Within two years afterward the widow was 
married to O. G. Weyse, who had been her 
former husband’s partner. One child has 
been the fruit of'he second union. The 
Naud estate at tuat lime was valued at 
$120.000, but it has since increased in value 
very materially. 
Meanwhile other complications came 
into tbe case. Mrs. N am tfnd aw tervn 


school during his mother's absence in Eu­ 
rope. and Mrs. R G. Weyse’s child was 
with its mother here, this latter couple 
having been divercea. 
There was an 
understanding that father R. G. was to call 
on the child occasionally. Ha called at his 
wife’s house to see the child last Tuesday 
afiernoon and was given permission to take 
the little one out for an airing. Since then 
neither father nor child has been seen. 
O. G. Weyse's child with his father dis­ 
appeared on Saturday last. 
Detectives 
have been working on the case ever since, 
and to day claimed to have traced the 
fugitives. IV arrants have been issued for 
the arrest of the Weyse brothers on charges 
of kidnaping. 
The detectives refuse to 
state where tbe men are, but it is believed 
that they are on the way to Europe, and it 
is known that steps have been taken to 
stop them before they get out of the coun­ 
try.The object in kidnaping the children is 
to force Mrs. O. G. Weyse to compromise 
the lawsuit and deed the brothers a half 
interest in the warehouse claimed by them. 


A DUEL WITH POTATOES. 
How the R ev. Mr. Bowm an Downed 
D esperado. 
“This seems to be a year of duels,” said 
Dr. Morrison of the First Methodist 
Church to an Atlanta Journal reporter, 
“but I notice there’s far more duels than 
blood. It reminds me of a famous duel 
fought in Kentucky in 1848. 
“Bill Bowman was a noted preacher who 
lived near Millersburg. He was a typical 
Kentuckian, tall, angular and muscular.

—one a challenge and the other an ac­ 
ceptance—and then all was ready for the 
fight. The town was terribly excited, for 
such a thing as a preacher fighting a duel 
had never been heard of before. 
“Old Bill Bowman being the challenged 
man had the choice of weapons. He 
selected a half bushel of Irish potatoes as 
big as his fist for each man and stipulated 
that his opponent must stand fifteen paces 
distant and only one potato at a time to 
be taken from the measure. The town 
was wild witn delight, for everybody knew 
that Bill Bowman could throw with his 
long, muscular arms as straight and almost 
as swift as a rifle could send a bullet sing­ 
ing toward the target. 
“The desperado was furious at being 
thus freshly insulted and made an indig­ 
nant protest against such a fight, but Bill 
Bowman insisted that he was the wronged 
man and had a right, of course, to choose 
his weapons and threatened to denounce 
the desperado as a coward if he failed to 
come to time. As there was no way out of 
the box but to fight the desperado con­ 
sented to face the preacher. 
“The fight took place on the outskirts 
of the town. Everybody in Millersburg 
was present to see the fun. 
The seconds 
arranged the two men in position, by the 
side of each being a half-bushel measure 
filled with large Irish potatoes as hard as 
a brick. 
“Bill Bowman threw the first potato. It 
struck his opponent a central shot and 
flew into a thousand pieces. A yell of de­ 
light went up from the crowd, which rat­ 
tled the desperado and his potato flew 
wide of the tall, bony preacher. 
“Bill Bowman watched his chance, and 
every time his opponent stooped for a 
potato another one hit him in the side, 
leaving a wet spot on his clothes and then 
scattering itself to the four winds of 
heaven. Old Bill hit the desperado about 
five times, and then the sixth potato 
struck him in the short ribs, knocking the 
wind completely out of him, and doubling 
him up on the grass. 
“The people were almost crazy with 
laughter, but Bill Bowman looked as sober 
as if he had just finished preaching a fun­ 
eral sermon. The desperado was taken 
home and put to bed, and there he staid 
for more than a week before he-recovered 
from the effects of his Irish potato duel. 
“The old men in Millersburg still talk 
about that celebrated duel, but it was the 
means of breaking up dueling in that sec­ 
tion.”

BABIES AND VINE. 


THE SOLE PRODUCTS OF A FOOTHILL 
FARMER'S RANCH. 


Bis Grapes Don't Pay, so He Makes 
Wine—That Doesn’t Sell, so He 
Drinks It Hiuiselt. 


I t takes all kinds of people to m ake a 
w orld. 
W hile som e m en are getting rich 
a t raising grapes for the E astern m arket 
others are daily becom ing poorer at grape- 
grow ing. 
T he reason is th a t the form er 
grow varieties th at are in dem and for table 
ose and w hich m ake fíne varieties of wine, 
w hile th e latter are w asting th eir tim e and 
labor in prodncing th e m ore com m on 
kinds, w hich are not in dem and for table 
use an d are equally as undesirable for 
w ine-m aking. 
Y et, after th e first expense 
for roots oq cuttings, it costs no m ore to 
cultivate a good variety th an a poor one. 
G row ers of T okays and other desirable table 
varieties are n ettin g from $100 to $140 per 
to n for th eir fruit, w hile th e grow ers of 
th e M ission an d other com m on kinds can 
scarcely afford to pick th eir grapes for w hat 
th e latter will bring in th e m arket. Indeed, 
for som e k inds there is no m arket at all, 
an d th e grapes are allow ed, in m any cases, 
to rot on ’he vines. 
A few days ago a R ecord U nion repre­ 
sentative, w hile on a ja u n t in th e foothills, 
cam e upon a ranch occupied by a m an w ho 
h ails from beyond the A tlantic. 
T here 
w ere few evidences of th rift about the 
place, although a railroad runs through th e 
prem ises, and w ithin a hundred yards of 
th e house in w hich th e fam ily resides. On 
a neighboring hillside was a sm all vine­ 
yard, the vines in w hich were nearly ob­ 
scured by weeds. 
T here was a considera­ 
ble acreage th at had been cleared vears ago 
(by som e one else, of course), a n d ’w hich is 
capable of producing all kinds of fruits— 
figs and olives doing especially well in th at 
locality. 
A nd yet this land had been m ade 
to yield nothing but a few tons of hay, of 
ordinary quality and w orth but little in 
th e m arket. 
M eeting the proprietor near 
h is house, th e follow ing dialogue en su ed : 
V isitor—‘'W ell, how are you doing this 
season ?” 
R ancher—“ V era bad; no m aka da m uch 
m oony.” 
V isitor—“W h at is th e m atter? 
Y our 
land looks all rig h t.” 
R ancher—"Y aas, land good, bu t no can 
sella any ting; besides, gotta 
too 
m any 
ch illen .” 
V isitor—“ H ow m any children have you 
—four or five ?” 
R an ch er—"F o u r or five ' I gotta 'leben ! 
’leben ¡ 
Come see." 
T he visitor follow ed th e m an around to 
the shady side o f th e house, and there, 
sure enough, were eleven children, ranging 
in age from an in fan t u p to a good sized 
girl. 
They were about as w ild sb young 
quails, and scattered in all directions at the 
stran g er’s approach. 
In a shed near by was the wife and 
m other, still young, good looking, shy and 
stalw art. She was eDgsged in shittin g som e 
heavy w ine vals, by th e aid of a great oaken 
lever that looked as if it weighed quite as 
m uch as the “ boss ” o f the place. T he con­ 
versation was then re su m ed : 
V isitor—“ Y ou m ake som e w ine, th e n ? ” 
R ancher—“ Yaas, I m aka da few h u n ­ 
d red gallon.” 
V isitor—“ D on’t you sell any of your 
grapes ? 
8om e m en are m ak in g m oney 
th is year on grapes.” 
R ancher—“ No, no sella da grape; no­ 
body w ant ’em ; dey good only for w ine.” 
V isitor—" W ell, you sell your wine, don't 
y o u ? T h at m u st bring you in som ething?” 
R ancher (w ith a disconsolate shake of the 
h ead )—“ No, no sella da wine— not m uch 
w orth ; get noth in g for it.” * 
V isito r—" T hen w hat do you do w ith it 
-w hy do you go to the trouble of m aking 
i., if it doesn’t sell? ” 
R ancher—" Oh, I keep it for m v ow n 
use—I d rin k it.” 
T he visitor had heard enough, and bid­ 
ding the m an and his wife good day, strode 
ofl, fullv satisfied w ith th e day’s exper­ 
ience. 
It had explained aw ay th at h ith e r­ 
to m ysterious and puzzliDg co n u n d ru m — 
“ H ow is it th a t som e m en th riv e on a 
farm , w hile others starve at th e sam e bus­ 
iness? ” 
H ere was a foothill farm th at should not 
o nly support a fam ily well, bu t m ake 
m oney for 
its 
proprietor, if 
properly 
w orked. 
R he 
slopes 
were splendidly 
adapted for fruits of all kinds, w hich could 
be placed on railroad cars w ithin an hour 
after being picked, and through the level 
lan d run3 a living stream of w ater th at 
could be m ade to irrigate m any acres th at 
w ould grow ab undantly potatoes, beans, 
and m any other m arketable products. Y et 
practically no effort was m ade to test the 
w ealth-producing qualities of the place. 
A 
few m easly Mission grapes were raised, 
and as they had no m ark et value they 
were m ade into a questionable quality of 
w ine. 
T he latter, also having no value, 
w as kept on the place and d ran k by the 
proprietor. 
T he baby crop was regularly a 
success, and because it was so the ow ner of 
th e ranch was losing heart. 
A ll th at was 
left for him to do (according to his own 
story) was to go into his cellar and drow n 
h is sorrow s iu new w ine th a t m ight safelv 
be w arranted to kill a ten d erfo o t" at forty 
yards. 
Such is life— in som e com m unities.

It will not do to 
fold our arms and sit still. The Southern­ 
ers say, ‘Oh, let us alone; we will take care 
ot this negro busirress ouise'vts.’ That is 
w hat the South said before" tbe war. They 
flatter themselves in the South that the red 
shirt and whip will suffice. Possibly they 
m ay. but this rule oí red shirt and whip is 
not peace, it is not justice—it is war. 
"I am told on very good authority that 
there are now 125,000 Southerners in New 
Y ork alone. 
Before tlie war a Southerner 
could not tolerate the mere idea of liv­ 
ing at the North. 
It was the Northern 
m an wtio went South. W hat we are to 
come to, on the plan of the greatest good 
for tbe greatest num ber wiih this procrea­ 
tive race growing up among us in a semi- 
barbaric way, is a prospect to ihink about. 
If the present conditions are suffered to go 
on, we shall see negroes coming into entire 
possession of Slates. This the whites of the 
North do not desire any more than do those 
of the South. The Southern negroes have 
been given little enlightenm ent and lets 
justice, though they were ireed in the name 
of the latter. Since their emancipation a 
generation of them have been allowed to 
grow up in that other bondage of ignorance. 
“An apportionm ent on the basis of com­ 
parative illiteracy which would give the 
South $40,000.000 of the $77,000,000 of the 
proposed expenditure provided by the 
Blai- bill was framed, but New York, 
M assachusetts arid other Northern Stales 
did not take kindly to the idea. The talk 
about education being a domestic right and 
therefore a State or commercial concern is 
specious. 
The Union is onlv the bigger 
State, comprehending the 
wisdom 
and 
foresight of all. If Congress tinds that the 
race evil in the Suuth is to be diminished 
or controlled by education which the States 
cannot or will not give, and decides to en­ 
force that education, it is using its power 
for the benefit of the Union and every 
State in it. 
Now that we are to have a Re­ 
publican House as well as a Republican 
Senate. I expect to see the Blair bill 
passed.” 
Senator Evarts favors the Government 
building up a complete postal service on 
the sea. 
Tbnt unfortunate W ard subsidy 
he says has beeu fastened to all legislation 
bearing on this subjtct. A subsidy lie 
thinks necessary in opening up an increase 
of tbe nation’s commerce. He recites Eng­ 
land and France as examples. 
Respecting 
party designs he says the Republicans, now 
that they are back in power, will strive to 
m ake friends in the South. 
He thought 
that the Demociatio party, when Mr. 
Cleveland became President, would work 
on this line and endeavor to swell their ad­ 
herents in the North, instead of doing 
which they dim inished them. The m is­ 
take be attributed to the narrow-m inded­ 
ness of the Southern majority.

B e r l i n , October 13th.—The Czar and bis 
son drove to Charlotteuburg this morning 
and placed a wreath of laurel and white 
roses on the tomb of the late Emperor 
W illiam. 
Emperor W illiam arrived at the 
Emb_;sy at noon, when he and the Czar 
drove in state, with imposing suites, to the 
quarters of the Alexander regiment, where 
they were entertained at luncheon by the 
officers. 
At 2:30 r m. both sovereigns returned to 
the Russian Embassy. 
Im mediately after­ 
wards Emperor W illiam drove to the cas­ 
tle. The Czar followed him at 3:15 r. M. 
and bade farewell to the Empress. Thence 
he drove directly for the railway station. 
H ere there was a brilliant assemblage. In 
taking farewell the two monarchs repeat­ 
edly embraced, each oilier. 
The train 
which carried the Czar started at 4:17 r. M. 
for Ludwieslnst. The Czar was met there 
by Grand Duke Mecklenburg’aud bis family 
All drove to the eaHle. The streets along 
the route were tilled with people, who 
greeted the Czar with enthusiastic acclama­ 
tions.

Boulanger left London on last Tues­ 
day with plans entirely completed for an 
im mediate descent upon the French coast 
c the appointed time, and at either Brest, 
Nantes or Cherbourg.

that the Government had taken measures 
to insure-liim a warm reception, he faltered. 
H is chance then was to strike suddenly 
and swiftly, but he chose to await a more 
favorable opportunity. 
Nevertheless, his project is by no means 
abandoned and the seeret and reliable in ­ 
formation from Jersey is that the m ist act 
ive organization is in progress for an early 
descent upon the French coast.

H e is a 
tine, manly little fellow. 
Germany is a very m ilitary country, 
and the Em peror W illiam is such a thor­ 
ough soldier th at strict m ilitary discipline 
is the order of the day in the nurseries of 
his little people. 
As soon as jietticoats 
are left oft' the tiny hoys are dressed in 
baby uniforms, and the young Crown 
Prince looks quite like a little soldier. 
W hen their father visits them in their 
own quarters (as I suppose 1 ought to call 
such a very m ilitary nursery) the Crown 
Prince comiiiandsj his smaller brothers to 
“fall in.” 
Then Frederick and Albert, 
who are scarcely more than babies, “fall 
in.” 
L ittle Prince A lbert is such a mite 
that he is not able to keep his position for 
long, and he soon trots away to his nurse’s 
side. 
But the Crown Prince and Prince 
Frederick stand stiff and starched like real 
soldiers till their father returns their 
salute in proper fashion. 
W hen the little Crown Prince was six 
years old he was given a bedroom to him ­ 
self instead of sleeping in the nursery 
ith the others. 
He was much pleased, 
and said: “ Oh, tiiat is nice; now I need 
not be w ith the children any more.” 
In the summer of 1K88 all live boys had 
a charm ing holiday with their mother at 
the beautiful castle of Oberhof, in the 
forest of Thuringia. 
T heir father was 
away. 
A little fort was built for them in 
the corner of the gardeus, with a tent and 
two small cannon. 
The three eldest, 
dressed in officers' uniforms, paraded in 
front of the fort. 
Tiien while the Crown 
Prince beat the drum an old soldier 
showed the other two how to attack and 
defend the fort. 
L ittle Prince Augustus 
W illiam, who was only a year and a half, 
was dressed in w hite and wore a tiny hel 
met. H e looked on and clapped his hands. 
In Germany every boy, w hether he is the 
son of the Emfieror or of a peasant, has 
some day to be a soldier. 
The Em peror is 
very fond of his five boys. Almost his first 
question :s, when he returns hom e: “ How 
are the bovs?” 


THE LONDON DOCKS. 
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E n o rm o u s C ost ol th e P re s e n t M agnifi 
c e n t S y stem . 
The London docks brought into notice 
because of the great strike there are said 
to have cost not less than the enormous 
sum of $100,000,000. 
St. 
K atherine’s 
Docks, the nearest to London bridge, were 
oi>ened in 1828 and cost $10,000,000. H in­ 
doo docks are still older, having been 
opened in 1805. 
They cost $20,000,000, 
aud contain the great warehouses for to­ 
bacco rented by the Government. 
The 
Surrey Docks and Commercial Docks are 
more spacious and devoted to the grain 
shipping trade. 
The West Indian Docks 
opened in 1802, cover 300 acres, and the 
East India Docks 32 acres. 
.Mill W all 
Docks, iu the Isle of Dogs, cover 200 acres. 
But the great docks are the Victoria and 
Albert, opened respectively in 1850 and 
1880. 
The Victoria Docks cover 200 
acres, and contain dry docks capable of 
docking the largest steamship alloat. 
One 
set of warehouses, used chiefly for storing 
tea, silk, cochineal, carjiets and other 
products of India and China, is said to 
have continuously a stock valued at $25, 
000,000. 
The Royal A lbert Dock, whicl 
is connected with the Victoria, is the 
greatest of all, and its completion in June, 
1880, was made the occasion of a roval 
celebration. 
T his dock is a splendid 
stretch of waterway, almost three miles in 
extent, witli a range of over a mile of iron 
warehouses aud double lines of locomotive 
tracks and numerous traveling cranes. 
The aggregate length of dock aud passage 
wall is 31 miles. 
The walls are 40 feet 
high, 5 leet thick to the top, and from IS 
to 10 feet thick at the base, and used u[ 
in their construction 500,000 cubic yards 
of concrete, representing 80,000 tons of 
Portland cement. 
Three thousand work 
men, OOO or 700 wagons, 17 or IS locomo­ 
tive engines, 3 steam “ navvies,” and 
great quantity of minor machinery of va­ 
rious kinds, had Wen engaged from 1875 
until the summer of 1880, in the construe 
tion of this magnificent system of docks 
Railway trains from every company can 
unload straight into vessels, cattle are 
driven aboard, the railway platforms Wing 
level witli the receiving docks, and the 
largest ¡tossible weights of merchandise 
are lifted by hydraulic cranes tiiat travel 
from shed to shed with singular facility.
